President Obama signs law ending controversial 'Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’ policy

WASHINGTON President Obama on Wednesday signed a 
landmark law to allow gays and lesbians to serve open- 
ly in the U.S. military for the first time, but it could be 
months before a move some top officers warn may en- 
danger troops will finally take effect. 

The Pentagon is drafting new rules following the re- 
peal of the “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy which Con- 
gress passed this month, to cheers from opponents of a 
long-standing policy that forced gay service members to 
hide their sexuality 

Since the Pentagon introduced the policy in 1993, end- 
ing a blanket ban on gay soldiers, at least 13,000 people 
have been expelled from the armed forces for violating 
the rules. 

“No longer will tens of thousands of Americans in uni- 
form be asked to live a lie, or look over their shoulder 
in order to serve,” Obama said before signing the repeal. 

Despite divisions at the top of the military Defense 


Secretary Robert Gates and Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs Adm. Mike Mullen supported an end to the pol- 
icy, pointing to a recent Pentagon study that concluded 
the risks were low 

While Pentagon officials decline to say how long it 
will take to draft the new rules, critics say the Pentagon 
may drag out the process in a nod to internal skepticism. 

“The defense secretary and service chiefs have so far 
acted as if repeal is a complicated problem. They are 
probably going to demand up to a year to train troops 
how to interact with gays,” said Aaron Belkin, director of 
the Palm Center, a think tank at the University of Cali- 
fornia, Santa Barbara. 

Obama promised the government would not be “drag- 
ging our feet to get this done.” 

Military officials say it is not yet certain whether sol- 
diers forced out of the armed forces for violating “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” will be allowed to rejoin the military 
Obama, however, urged such soldiers to re-enlist. 


WHAT HAPPENS NEXT? 

The Pentagon must now draft a plan that 
will decide how troops will be educated 
about the new policy and make decisions 
about disciplinary procedures, benefits 
or the status of those fired for violating 
“Don’t Ask” in the past, said Col. David 
Lapan, a Pentagon spokesman. 

The plan may take a cue from the 
Pentagon’s recent working group report, 
which recommended against separate 
bathroom and shower facilities for gay 
soldiers and said some benefits, like free 
legal assistance, could be made available 
to same-sex couples in an open manner 
that was impossible in the past. 

The report also made suggestions 
about communicating the new rules and 
educating troops, but Pentagon officials 
say more study is required.

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2 FIREFIGHTERS KILLED AS ROOF OF VACANT BUILDING CAVES IN

It would have been safer for Chicago firefighters Edward Stringer and Corey Ankum to battle the burning building from a dis- 
tance Wednesday morning, to shrug it off as a long abandoned South Shore laundry business where no one worked or lived. But 
that’s not who they were, ff Concerned that homeless people may have been taking refuge from the cold, Stringer and Ankum 
were among the firefighters searching the torched building around daybreak when a roof came crashing down on them. Both 
men died from blunt force injuries, while 17 others were hurt in the department’s deadliest fire in more than a dozen years.

Steven Ellerson was part of a group of firefight- 
ers on the roof when it collapsed, his brother 
Maurice Matthews said. As EUerson lay in- 
jured in the rubble, he heard Ankum, a former 
Chicago police officer who had joined the fire 
department 18 months ago, calling for help. 

Minutes later, a rare “mayday” call went out 


from the one-story brick laundry building in 
the 1700 block of East 75th Street. The dis- 
tress signal served as a chilling indication that 
firefighters were buried under the debris, ac- 
cording to a source who heard the call. 

“Mayday Mayday Emergency ... Collapse in 
the rear of the building. Building came down. 


We’ve got guys trapped,” a chief officer on the 
scene radioed to the fire dispatch office. 

Ellerson found a gasping Ankum trapped 
in the debris and struggling to breathe, Mat- 
thews said. Ellerson whipped off his mask and 
placed it near Ankum’s mouth in an effort to 
get oxygen to him. He wanted to give Ankum 


his coat to keep warm, but the veteran fire- 
fighter was pulled from the building before he 
had the chance, Matthews said. 

“My brother didn’t want to leave him, but 
there was no choice,” he said.

After his South Shore laundry failed about 
six years ago, Chuck Dai said he gave up 
on the broken-down building on East 
75th Street that he and a relative had been 
struggling to hold on to. 

Taxes went unpaid and the building’s 
problems stacked up, among them a bow- 
string wood truss roof that city inspectors 
found “defective” in 2007 and ordered Dai 
to repair. 

On 'VCbdnesday the building’s roof col- 
lapsed during a fire, killing two Chicago fire- 
fighters and injuring 17 others, officials said. 

Dai said he saw a report of the fire on 
TV and was devastated when he realized it 
was his building. 

“I’m at a loss for words about the whole 
situation,” said Dai, 61, during a brief tele- 
phone interview “I feel bad about the fire- 
men getting hurt.” 

In 2007, as Dai and co-owner Rich- 
ard Dai struggled to make payments on 
a $60,000 loan on the building, the city 
cited them for 14 separate building code 
violations, records show 

On Wednesday afternoon, Dai said he 
had not heard from the city 

A spokeswoman for the city’s law de- 
partment said officials were considering 
additional fines against Dai for the code 
violations on his property, and they were 
looking into possible criminal contempt 
of court charges.

The names of the 21 fire- 
fighters killed while bat-

“It was unbelievable.

“It 
was a matter of a few 
hours and a hundred 
years later, and we have 
the same type of inci- 
dent.”

vate four comrades— including Stringer and 
Ankum— trapped underneath the charred 
rubble. They also searched for squatters who 
might have been in the abandoned building 
but found none, officials said. 

After freeing the four men, firefighters, 
their faces and uniforms covered in soot, em- 
braced each other and shook their heads in 
disbelief 

“Every firefighter that was there did the 
best they could to save their brothers,” Fire 
Commissioner Robert Hoff told reporters. 

As of 'VCbdnesday night, 12 of the 17 injured 
firefighters had been released from area hos- 
pitals. None of the five still hospitalized has a 
life-threatening injury, officials said. 

Police closed down a portion of Lake Shore 
Drive during the morning commute as an am- 
bulance rushed Stringer, 47, to Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital. The 12-year department 
veteran was pronounced dead a short time later. 

His friends and neighbors remembered 


Stringer as a caring man who liked to quip 
that he ran into bxxrning buildings when other 
people ran away from them. The father of two 
adult children lived on the Southwest Side 
with his dog, Roscoe. 


“He loved his job,” his former girlfriend 
Michelle Field said. “He would do anything.” 

Ankum, 34, was taken to Advocate Christ 
Medical Center in Oak Lawn, where he died.

It’s unclear why the abandoned laundry’s 
roof caved. Fire Commissioner Robert Hoff 
said. The fire did not reach that area of the 
building, so officials speculated that snow 
and ice, coupled with its age, may have 
played a role in the collapse. Hoff would not 
speculate on what caused the fire.

Rahm Emanuel 
residency challenge 
to face vote Thursday

Cliicago elections commissioners are scheduled 
to vote Thursday on whether mayoral candidate 
Rahm Emanuel will remain on the ballot. 

The three-member elections board won’t have 
a lot of time to consider a recommendation from 
Joseph Morris, the hearing officer on the highly 
publicized case. 

For the second day in a row, Morris did not 
release his recommendation and a man who an- 
swered the phone at his law office said not to ex- 
pect one Wednesday night. 

As Emanuel waits for the next move in the chal- 
lenge to spot on the Feb. 22 ballot, three promi- 
nent African-American mayoral contenders met 
privately to discuss their odds in the contest. 

U.S. Rep. Danny Davis, former U.S. Sen. Carol 
Moseley Braun and state Sen. James Meelcs tallced 
ahead of Thursday’s deadline for candidates to 
withdraw their names from the ballot. 


ULTIMATE WORD 

No matter how the commissioners actually vote, 
they’re not expected to have the final say. The los- 
ing side has a week to appeal the board’s decision 
to the Cook County Circuit Court. The case could 
wind its way through the court system, includ- 
ing the Illinois Court of Appeals and the Illinois 
Supreme Court, for weeks. 


Davis, who only recently ramped up his cam- 
paign, and Moseley Braun have declared they still 
intend to run. Meel^s’ spolcesman said Wednesday 
the candidate has no plans to drop out. 

Election commissioners are expected to start 
considering the Emanuel case at 9 a.m. 

More than two dozen people objected to 
Emanuel’s candidacy, arguing that he did not live 
in the city a year before the election as law re- 
quires. The objectors will have a chance to voice 
arguments about Morris’ recommendation be- 


fore commissioners vote. 

Last weeli, Morris presided over a marathon 
hearing that frequently veered off tmck when 
some activists acting as their own lawyers ob- 
jected to rulings, insisted on aslcing out-of-bounds 
questions and occasionally interrupted the rau- 
cous proceedings. 

Emanuel’s lawyers filed a 35-page legal brief 
Monday reasserting arguments they made during 
the hearing.

Christmas for Fran Windeler always has 
been about the tree— usually a thick, cone- 
shaped Douglas fir that she and her husband 
would chop down at their favorite tree farm 
in Ohio. 

But since they moved into a high-rise apart- 
ment building in Chicago, Windeler said she’s 
had to resort to plastic and pine spray 

According to Windeler and other resi- 
dents, the holiday policy at 175 North 
Harbor Drive couldn’t be clearer: No real 
Christmas trees. 

“It was devastating when I first found 
out,” said Windeler, who moved into North 
Harbor Tower three and a half years ago. 
“Putting up an artificial Christmas tree is 
just so mechanical.” 

Officials with North Harbor Tower’s 
management company ZRS Management, 
declined to comment on or confirm the pol- 
icy, but residents said that flyers have been 
posted annually in the building’s elevators, 
stating that residents only can have artificial 
Christmas trees due to fire hazards natural 
trees might present. Windeler’s 2008 lease 
also states that “only artificial Christmas 
trees and greenery will be permitted.” 

At the time. Village Green managed the 
property A Village Green spokesperson said 
that the company doesn’t allow residents to 
have real Christmas trees due to possible fire 
hazards. Village Green has not managed the 
property since the beginning of 2010. 

Managers of other high-rise apartment 
and condominium buildings in Chicago say 
that bans on real Christmas trees are rare. 
The state’s fire code only stipulates that peo- 
ple treat natural trees with a flame retardant 
substance before putting them in a high-rise 
apartment building, according to Illinois 
Fire Marshal Larry Matkaitis. 

“I don’t think I’ve ever heard of a [natural]

When the Cubs and WGN hired Ron Santo to 
team up with Thom Brennaman and Bob Brenly 
in the radio booth 20 years ago, they weren’t sure 
of what they were getting. 

Santo was a successful businessman after his 
playing career, but had no experience as an ana- 
lyst. They were hopeful he could provide the raw 
emotion Dick Butkus brought to Bears’ broad- 
casts and decided to live with his lack of polish. 

As it turned out, that lack of polish is what 
helped turn Santo into an iconic symbol of the 
Cubs franchise, perennially hopeful and frequent- 
ly crushed, but always interesting. 

Less than three weeks after Santo’s death, the 
Cubs and WGN are beginning the search for his 
replacement in the radio booth. Play-by-play man 


Pat Hughes, who signed a five-year deal Monday, 
will be a part of the process, which is expected to 
take three weeks. 

It’s a delicate subject, coming so soon after 
Santo’s funeral. 

“We wanted to do this as respectfully as we 
could,” WGN-AM 720 sports director Dave 
Eanet said. “It’s not something we wanted to 
plunge right into. But we’re not too far from 
spring training and there is a vacant seat in the 
booth. Having said that, we know we’re not going 
to replace Ron Santo.” 

The search still is in the preliminary phase, 
Eanet said, and would be a joint effort between 
the radio station that will employ him and the 
Cubs. WGN’s vice-president and general man- 


ager Tom Langmyer and Cubs president Crane 
Kenney already have consulted with Hughes. 

“I’ve spoken to both management teams, the 
Cubs and WGN, and we’ve discussed potential 
replacements for Ronnie,” Hughes said. “I appre- 
ciate that they consulted me, and I do have some 
thoughts on it, but I don’t have the final say” 
Eanet said they hope to have a decision in time 
for the annual Cubs Convention on Jan. 14-16. 

Tribune Co. website’s posting of the job va- 
cancy reads: “Preferred candidate will have played 
with the Chicago Cubs— or played major league 
baseball with previous broadcast experience as a 
game analyst.” Eanet said it’s “not a prerequisite” 
that Santo’s replacement be an ex-Cub, but it is 
their “preference.”
